•icy do  is  treacherous,  and  apt  at  any  time 
to  be  very  easily  upset.  Naturally  the  fewer 
df ut*  a  wheel iuuu  him  the  stronger  oe- 
kl  Lis  assurance.  Nevertheless,  a  sn  tie 
or  other  object  half  the  size  of  n  hen’s  egg 
liable  to  dislodge  a  rider  iu  n  jiffy,  whil-  a 
sudden  lateral  cotlisiou,  however  slight,  may 
have,  a  like  effect.  A  cyclist  becomes  ut- 
■bed  to  bis  wheel  os  n  locomotive  eugiu-er 
becomes  attached  to  his  engine,  and  almost 
(•elievee  that  it  has  a  soul  and  the  power  of 
di-cretiun.  Though  n  wheel  can  spiu,  how¬ 
ever,  it  cannot  think. 

Ohio  follows  New  York  with  a  bicycle 
baggage  bill.  -Unfortunately  the  Legisla¬ 
ture  of  this  State  has  adjourned,  otherwise 
action  might  have  been  taken  so  that  we 
ihould  have  been  the  secoud  State  to  hnve 
adopted  h nob  a  law. 

The  N.  Y.  L.  E.  A  W.  B.  R.  will  carry 
wheels  as  required  iu  New  York  State,  but  a 
pedal  order  to  required  from  a  general  bag¬ 
gage  agent  on  trains  5  or  8.  To  teat  this 
order  it  might  be  well  for  two  lndividu-ils, 
one  with  a  trunk,  the  other  with  a  bicycle, 
to  purchase  tickets  for  oue  of  these  trains 
fo* the  same  destination  and  then  if  the 
trunk  was  checked  aud  the  bicycle  refused 
to  make  a  teat  case  of  it  under  the  law  tor 
unjast  discrimination.  Try  it  aud  see. 
From  the  city  to  the  state  line  they  charge 
as  heretofore. 

Cyclists  travelling  with  their  wheels  be¬ 
tween  New  York  city  and  Montclair  should 
use  the  D.  L.  A  W.  R.  B:  who  carry  wheels, 
upon  signing  a  release,  as  the  N.  Y.  &  G.  L. 
R.  R.  require  a  payment. 

The  Missouri  division  of  the  L.  A.  \V- 
bos  instituted  mandamus  proceedings  agninst 
the  Missouri  Pacific  Railroad  to  compel 
them  to  carry  bioyalee  free  ou  n  first  class 
ticket. 

The  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  A  H.  R.  R.  carry  wheels 
as  required  in  New  York  State,  but  it  is 
ported  that  they  have  adopted  the  same 
policy  throughout  their  entire  system.
